Englishman. This is true, not only 
af. the outward semblance, but of the 
Jiieonstitutioo; true not merely of 
form and feature, but of mind and 
lieart. of soul and sentiment.

*,he Franco-Prussian war the French 
nabbis would not even meet with 
German rabbis to consult upon purely 
religions matters. 
As a matter of 


tact there is no such thing as a Jew- 
ish race pure and simple; and there 
ie no such Jewish exclusivencss as 
people imagine. 
Intermarriage with 


people of other atliliatious has been 
more or less common during their 
whole history. 
Even Moses married 


^.strange woman. 


Another fiction was that which re- 


garded the Jews as a separate nation- 
ality. There was once, it is true, a 
Jewish nation, but it went out in fire 
and blood in the year seventy of the 
Christian era, when the legions of 
Vne Emperor Hadrian destroyed the 
temple in Jerusalem and stamped out 
•with iron heel practically the last 
spark of national life. 
There is no 


3RW in any really civilized country 
today who even dreams of the re- 
establishniQiit of a Jewish political 
government either in Palestine or 
alsewhere. The modern Zionist movc- 
;»eni finds recruits and supporters 
itnly in sucli countries as Russia, 
Soumania and Austria. • Russia still 
Sreats the Jew with all the Satanic 
ancor of-medieval despotism, coupled 
with all the refinements of cruelty 
•which modern diabolism can suggest. 
TNO wonder that the Ilussian Jew 
•jnatches at any idea that promises 
relief from his present frightful con- 
dition.

iruth is that from time immemorial 
Jhe Jews were principally, farmers.

Its laws and its customs are 
such as pertain to an agricultural 
people, and its most solemn lessons 
and its loftiest aspirations arc ut- 
tered in a language borrowed from 
Ihe culture of the fields and thc/care 
»f herds and flocks. 
Even as late as

But Shylock is full of inher- 


ent contradictions. 
Jewish law for- 


jids all usury and forbids moreover 
,he mutilation not only of the living 
but even of thre dead.' The exaction 
of a pound of flesh cut from the living 
body of Antonio is utterly un-Jewish, 
and" the whole proceeding before the 
Venetian court an historical impossi- 
bility. The whole lesson of the play, 
however, is contained in the dialogue 
between Shylock and Salaiius, where- 
in the former exclaimed: "Hath not 
a Jew eyes, hands, organs, dimen- 
sions, senses, affections, passions?" 
It is intended to exhibit the natural 
reaction of huma'n nature against 
the untold horrors of the oppression 
of the Jews. 


If the Jew became a money-lender, 


a lender of money for interest, it was 
because Christian statutes forbade 
Christian to 
take 
interest 
from 


Christian, as Jewish statutes forbade 
Jew to take it from Jew. 
If it eased 


the conscience of both parties to bor- 
row and lend at.interest, as between 
Jew a.Eiu Ciirislitui, which was thu 
more t:> blame? 


It is impossible to follow the lec- 


turer into all the details of his argu- 
ment or to depict in any adequate 
manner his ideas of the debt of grati- 
tude which the world owes to Juda- 
ism. The Jew has reason to be proud 
of his history, of the glory of Hebrew 
law-givers, kings, prophn.ts and sing- 
ers; of the immense service rendered 
to learning and science by Jewish 
philosophers and scholars, and also of 
the patriotic services o£% his co-relig- 
ionists in every country' where they 
iilU ptji'IuiuijCu i.0 6tijOy uOO ngriua aiitj 
to perform the duties of citizenship. 
The Jew "hopes and prays with all 
good people everywhere for the dawn 
of that period foreseen by the seers, 
preached by the prophets and sung 
by the singers of the ages, when all 
shall unite in ascriptions of praise to 
the Most Iligh; and all shall rejoice 
in the works of peace and good-will 
to men.

This motion failed — ayes, 13; nays, 


42; and the bill was brought forward. 
Adjournment was immediately taken. 
During the session, Mr. Vest stated his 
opposition to the hurried manner of 
passing pension hills in the senate and 
gave notice that he would insist upon 
a quorum being present when pension 
bills were being acted upon. 


-The anti-scalping bill passed by the 


house was received, and at the request 
of Mr. Culloni was laid on the table 
instead of being referred to the com- 
mittee. A similar bill has already been 
reported by the senate committee on 
interstate commerce. 


Senator 
Mitchell 
introduced a bill 


amending the existing law in regard 
to voltiutpov F^lcU^y?' h^rtir"-. ^o ~~ 1" 
admit volunteers who were disabled by 
the war with Spain. About 2,000 men 
are affected by this amendment.

"SMALLPOX"" 


It Goes Through the I.rnvur House With 


a Whirl.' 


Washington, Dec. 9. — Practically 


without opposition, the urgent de- 
Sciency bill was passed by the house. 
It provides for the support of the 
military and ua.val establishments. 


The only point upon which an issue 


was raised was as to whether the bill, 
providing as it did for the pay of the 
volunteers .until July 1, 1S99, might not 
be construed as a modification of the 
law under which the volunteers were 
mustered into service. 


Mr. McRae of Arkansas offered an 


amendment providing -that it should 
not be so construed, and upon It there 
was a general discussion as'to the ad- 
visability of mustering the volunteers 
out before the regular army was in- 
creased. Mr. Cannon finally accepted 
the McRae amendmei *. 


The largest of these was an item of 


$3,000,000 for an emergency fund for 
the war department and $578,000 for 
the ordnance department, increasing 
the amount carried by the bill to $69 - 
859,892. 


The conference report upon the bill 


to render the sureties of consuls, vice 
consuls and consular agents liable for 
damages in suits at law. was adopted. 


The house adjourned over until Mon- 


day to give the committees an oppor- 
tunity to work without interruption.

Bedford. Pa., Dec. 9.—There aro 


about 200 cases of genuine smallpox in 
this town, out of a population o£ 2,800. 


This alarming condition of affairs 


was discovered Thursday, atid up to 
that time there continued -an uninter- 
rupted commingling of the citizens of 
the town, irrespective of their phys- 
ical condition. Dr. W. B. Atkinson'of 
Philadelphia, inspector of the state 
board of health, passed through here 
on his return from Bedford, where ho 
spent a day in diagnosing the disease 
that prevails from one end of the town 
to the other. 


Tire doctors of Bedford disagree, 


some pronouncing it to be chicken pox 
and others a harmless skin disease. 
Dr. Atkinson, after a thorough exami- 
nation, says it is genuine smallpox. 
He himself counted 130 cases in the 
town, and believes there are fully 200 
in all. 


Men, women and children, he said, 


with smallpox trusts on their bodies 
and faces, have been traveling the 
streets day and night and visiting from 
house to house unconscious of the true 
nature of their affliction. 
The rapid 


spread of the disease was due to the 
inability of the local physicians to 
diagnose it, not one of the practicing 
physicians of the town ever before 
having treated a smallpox case. Dras- 
tic measures were taken to prevent the 
contagion from spreading further. The 
whole town is closely quarantined, po- 
liced and guarded, and heroic measures 
will be proserutpfl tn oh<?fk Ihe «!:>£•.>",
